ANGRY WATERS STILLED. ~ 


When They Reach the Wonderful “Ol 
Spot” Off Sabine Pass. 


A freak of nature never fully de 


scribed is the wonderful “oll spot,” ait 
uated about ten miles south of Sabine 
pass, {nto which flows the Sabine river 
to the gulf of Mexico. The river forme 
the boundary between the states of 
Loulsiana and Texas. The “oll spot“ 
extends two miles along shore and sea; 
ward about three-quarters of a mile. A 
storm from the northeast, by way of 
east. to southeast, has a rate of from 
1 to 700 miles across the gulf of 
Mexico into this mystic haven. 

During a gale this spot is wonder- 
fully defined. Looking seaward the 
écene is grand: An acre of towering 
foam marks the abrupt dissolution ot 
the lashing seas us they thunder to- 
ward the shore. This occurs in about 
three fathoms, or eighteen feet of 
water, from which the storm driven

TRUE PATRIOTISM. 

The excellent patriotic work ef the 
File Indians at Balcarros, Sask., con- 
tinues, and the Canadian Pacific 
through Mr. W. R. Baker, the Secre- 
tary of the Company, has received 
another encouraging report. It was 
in October last year that thirty-three 
of these colonists subscribed $502.10 
to the Patriotic Fund, each farmer 
giving a certain nomber of bushels of 
grain, which when sold ount 
the above sum. Durin e winter 
that followed, the now famous File 
ndian Brass Band gave concerts, 
thereby raising another $212.00, which 
went to the Belgian Relief Fund, and 
since March last, the Red Cross 
Branch of this Colony has raised 
$500.00 and endowed a bed in Clive- 
den Hospital. The young Indian wo- 
men have done a great deal of knit- 
ting and sewing. The branch has a 
membership of 86, while there are 
only ope hundred and sixty souls— 
thirty-¢ight men, twenty-six women 
and ninety-six children—in the colony. 
The patriotism of these Indians does 
not stop here. Two young men went 
to the front with the second contin- 
gent, and six more are going with the 
next. The File Indians lay claim to 
having the oldest Red Cross Society 
member in the British Empire in the 
person of Pointed Cap. This cele- 
brated character says that he is the 
ripe old age of 107, and on November 
12th next will attain his 108th year. 
He is now an “associate member” of 
the Red Cross, and proudly wears on 
his heart the little red cross, the em- 
blem of the society. It is quite pos- 
sible that in addition to the six latest 
recruits for the front, older members 
of the colony will go, as one man who 
is the father of nine children has ex- 
pressed his intention of so doing, and 
his wife says 1 will not stop him.” 
Despite the fact that a hailstorm last 
month destroyed all the crops in the 
colony, the File Indians are not down- 
hearted,.and have made arrangements 
to continue their good work during 
the coming winter months to aid the 
boys across the sea, thus showing a 
patriotism worthy of a king.

The report of the Great 
Headquarters of June 7, 1915, states 
that they poured a readily inflamma- 
ble liquid upon the German trenches, 
but nevertheless failed to penetrate 
into our positiohs. The enemy fied 
back to their own trenches with heavy 
losses! : 

But a chemical attack may not only 
be carried out by means of burning 
substances, but also by asphyxiating 
gases. We know, in fact, from the 
reports as te. Greek fire—as given, 
for instance, by Vegetius,, and as 
handed down to use from the reports 
on the Crusades—that the sulphur 
mixed with it filled the atmosphere 
with a gas having a highly asphyxiat- 
ing effect and irritating in nature, in- 
ducing coughing. But they were not 
always in a position to employ sul- 
phur, and therefore tried to act by 
other means on the respiratory organs 
and olfactory nerves. Some of these 
substances, especially ‘sulphuret of 
carbon, were employed in the Ameri- 
can Civil War, but they did not prove 
very effective. When chemists learn- 
a subsequently, how to liquefy gas- 
en new possibilities of chemical at- 
tack were presented. Liquid sulphur- 
ous acid and liquefied chlorine, on be- 
ing allowed to volatize, disengage 
enormous volumes of vapor. The 
French complain of the chlorine va- 


mans. But it is established by the re- 
ports of the German headquarters 
that they (the French) themselves 
had previously employed asphyxiating 
gases. The English now assert that 
they have invented masks which are 
a protection against these vapors, and,

When indigo was first introduced 
into Europe no one would have it. The 
Germans themselves said that it was 
the “devil’s dye,” and called it “per- 
nicious, corrupt, and corrosive.”

‘| WHERE THE FRENCH WON IMPORTANT VICTORY: 


Teutons Suffering Setbacks in Fighting, Both at 


Dvinsk and in the Volhynia Region 


The action of Daniusuavo, on the 
Viliya, is typical of this kind of fight- 
ing. The battle lasted several days.

The gun can be mounted only on 
board ship or in permanent forttfica- 
tions, but the howltzer can be taken 
into the field, It has a special trans- 
porting wagon, from which it can be | 
| readily shifted to its firing carriage. 
The foreign 6.3 inch howitzer is capa- 
ble of being fired up to 63 degrees ot 
elevation and at 43 degrees has a range 
of 10,900 yards, its maximum. The 
shell weighs 760 pounds and carries as 
a burster 114 pounds of high explosive. | 
It is said that the shell contains no 
shrapnel, but that assertion is open to 
doubt.

| ing 6,000 years and have not yet found 
tue length of the side of a square equal 
| in area to any given circle, The reason 
ot this is because the area of a circle | 
| has never been found, and this because | 
| the ratio of the diameter to the cir. | 
cumference is yet unknown. 

The first eleven figures of the ratio, 
8.1415020535, are a mere beginning. 
They have been computed out to 695 | 
figures without the decimal coming to 
an end- that is, the figures representing | 
the length of the circumference and of | 
the diameter are known to be incom | 
mensurable, or impossible to express 
by two whole numbers. 2 

The enormous labor of carrying out 
this dividing of 635 integers could have 
as well been saved, because the higher 
| mathematics has proved that the ratio 
cannot be expressed in a‘ finite number 
of terms. Hence the work of attempt- 
ing to square the circle is wasted, | 
likewise the useless labors of perpet- 
ual motion seekers, searchers after the 
square root of one-half and overthrow- 
ers of the law of gravitation.—Edgar

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HINTS TO HOUSEHOLDERS. 


How the Dangers of Fire May Be 
Minimized. 


The ssason is fast approaching 
when cool evenings will demand the 
starting of fires in our homes. Sep- 
tember and October have become 
known to firemen as the months when 
chimneys and flues cause the most 
trouble. 

The following suggestions of a 
practical nature, if faithfully follow- 
ed, will do much to prevent damage 
to property and loss of life: 

Stoves.—Place a metal stove-board 
on the wood floor under the stove, 
and extending at Teast twelve inches 
in front of the ash-pit door. Protect 
all walls and partitions within two 
feet of any stove with a metal shield; 
leaving an air space between the 
shield and the wall. Leave no kind- 
ling or other wood in the oven over 
night. Do not hang clothes too near 
the stove or stovepipes. 

Pipes.—See that the lengths of

The 
pipe should fit perfectly into the 
chimney. Examine the pipe frequent- 
ly for rust holes or other defects.

Hew Japanese Kept Soldiers Warm 
in Winter Campaign. 


Many of the ingenious methods 
used by the Japanese to keep from 
freezing to death during their winter 
campaign in Manchuria have been 
adopted by Russia, Germany and 
Austria to protect their soldiers. 

In the Japanese army every man 
had an extra pair of boots, mittens, 
and foot clothe, te change at night. 
They were made to eat often, and to 
keep awake those inclinéd to drop 
to sleep on the march or in changing 
guards. They were kept from doing 
exercise that would make them sweat, 
and they were not allowed to lie down 
on snow. When straw was not avail- 
able, they had to shovel the snow 
away so as to lie on the ground.
